Which is True" 



There soeras to bo no longer any 
doubt that tho articles which hnvo re- 
cently appeared iu the London "Stau- 
dnrd" relating to Dominion affairs 
•were written by Mr. William Macdou- 
gall, the diBmisaodlEmmigration Agent 
of the Cauadia.n Government. The 
itoct-is freely asserted by Government 
organs, audit is not denied by the Op- 
position. Inde'ecl',%it is admitted. The 
truth ifl, however, no loss true because 
'vrxitten by Mr. Macdougall, whether 
bieiore or after dismissal. The first of 
the' two articles -which appeared in the 
/;'3l»ndard" contained Tory sweeping 
^^d^^tei bhaxgi6s.agaiiiBiith6 Maoken- 
xie 'AdrauiiBtra^Ucui^-Tr charges- amount- 
,ing to'a 'ti'easonaBle^ pIot to hanid Co- 
iimda oTerto Uncle Sam bj me&iis' of 
Tfulwaj connection. It was also alleged 
"that the" new railway policy was a 
breach of the national faith and a com- 
plete apoataby from that of the Macdon- 
aldAdtniniBtration.'Now these charges 
hare been already sufficiently answer- 
ed both by the English press (notably 
"The Hour," more entitled to be re- 
garded as Disraeli's organ) and the 
Canadian press; but it may be inter- 
esting to answer Mr. Macdougall out 
of his own mouth. Immediately be- 
fore his dismissal from the sorvico of 
the Oanadiatii^Ctt^fBrnment, this same 
-Mr. MacddligaU'wro^ to the 

same .London "Standard," in which he 
controverted statements and charges 
made in its leading columns very sim- 
ilar to those more recently emanating 
from his own pen. That latter is now 
before us. It is altogether too lengthy 
for our columns; but a few extracts 
will suffice for our present purpose: — 

•'I agree with you that if the Macken- 
enzie Cabinet has really formed the de- 
sign of abrogftbin^iOr revising the terms 
of union with Bxitish Columbia, with- 
out (>btaining her consent, as well as 
the -approval of the Imperial Govem- 
itt*nt, it ought to bo opposed by every 
friend of confederation, and its policy 
resisted by every constitutional iuiiu- 
ence. Bat haTawean; eyidenco of 
such a design ? I have seen noue,and 
I doubt if any exists. * * * The 
only wthoritative explanation of the 
policy of the new Cabinet is tobo found 
in the address of the Premier to his 
constituents on the ovo of tho general 
•lection,* just concluded; I do not 
^nd anything in that statement to war- 
rant the inference that the present 
Hixiistry 'desire to evade the fulfil- 
ment of the bargain' with British Col- 
lumbia. It is true that Mr. Macken- 
xie treats the compact in reference to 
the railway as incapable of 'literal ful- 
filmeift'— as, infact, 'already broken,' 
whicTb I, for one, do not admit, but he 
announces that Ms Government in- 
tends to proceed with the work 'with 
such speed, and under such arrange- 
ments, as the resources of the country 
trill permit without too largely increas- 
ing tne burden of taxation on the peo- 
ple.' " 

[The writer proceeds to show that 
the time limit of the Terms was never 
intended to govern and was warned 
by Columbia consenting to the resolu- 
tion ^dproamble. providing for no in- 
or«^ '^f taxaiibn! i 

'Jl jubmit that, if the compact of 
union is to be read iu tho light of con- 
temporaneous history, and Hubsequont 
odditions and qualifications acquiesc- 
ed in by all parties, nothing has yet 
been done, or omitted, or proposed to 
bia done, by the : Dominion, which 
amounts to 'a breach of contract' 
with British Columbia. * * * 
There is one other point on which I 
desire to offer a word of explanation. 
You seem to regard the proposal to 
oomiect the Canadian Pacific — by a 
braxioh lino from Fort Garry to Pem- 
bina, — with the railway system of Min- 
nesota, as 'something still worse' than 
a breach of contract with British Co- 
lumbia—as, in fact, 'an insidious at- 
tack on the independence of Canada.' 
Let me remind you that this branch 
line to connect tho Pacific with tho 
American railway system, formed an 
essential part of tho schomo of tho luto 
Government; thnt charters for it were 
granted to two rival^'&ompanios, either 
of which might be authorized by pro- 
clamation to build it; and that all tho 
great lines in Canada not only connect 
with, American lines, but practically 
extend their own sjstorus oast and 
west, into the territory of the "United

"We are-authorized to state that 
the Provincial Government hare ag-

Such is tho oraculftr announcement 
made yesterday by the local organ of 
tho Provincial Administration. Who, 
wo should bo glad to know, "authori- 
zed" the Government to submit the 
matter to the arbitrament of Lord Car- 
narvon or anybody else? The self-ap- 
pointod delegate left on the ostensi- 
blo mission of going to tho Queen to 
insist upon "Tlie Termsf tho whole 
Terms, and nothing but tho Terms."

Suppose, 
after hearing Canada's side of the sto- 
ry (for evorj' story has two sides), this 
noble Lord should conclude and deter- 
mine that, in prosecuting tho work 
with such vigor as may be consistent 
with Canada's financial interests and 
ability and compatible with the diffi- 
culties to be orercome, Mr. Macken- 
zie was doing all that --could reasona- 
bly be expected of him, what would 
this huckstering delegate do with the 
award? Or, suppose Mr. Mackenzie 
should decline the friendly services of 
Lord Carnarvon (which is by no means 
impossiblo), who will this delegate 
hawk British Columbia's cause before 
next ?

A Raibrny Beftctfon in England. 

In a long article on railway matters 
the London " Saturday Reviow"makes 
this significant admission: 

"The rni)id decline^ in the value of 
railway^stocks winch commenced five 
or six months ago continues with ac- 
celerated speed. Tho traffic receipts 
first ceased to show tho customary per- 
centage of increase; in the course of 
tho spring they bocamo stationary ;and 
of late they have fallen short of last 
year's returns. The iaevitabls .result, 
of tho diminishing activity of trade 
had boon forsoon; but hopes liad been 
entertniued lliat the fall iu the jn-ico 
of coal and iron would in some do- 
greo compensato for the rodnotion of 
receipts. There is now little doubt 
that tho dividonda for the first half 
of 1871 will bo generally unsatisfac- 
tory. Tho majority of the coreipanios 
liavo boon bound by contracts made 
during tho provalonco of liigh prices; 
so that some time must olapso beforo 
they can profit by recent changes. Tho 
advancod wages of railway servants, 
and tho iiicreaso in their numbers 
caused by reduced hours of working, 
form a pcrinantint addition to work- 
ing oxponaos. Nearly all tho groat 
companies are at present burdened by 
a heavy charge for interest on unpro- 
ductive capital. Many hundred miles 
of authorized lines are now in proctss 
of construction; and tho cost of labour 
and materials has in almost all casoB 
greatly advanced since the estunatoa 
were framed."

£as&eDgerH in the ateoruge.from Stickeen. 
[r. Elw/n, purser, baa kindly furniah- 
,ed the following iuformatiou: Left Vic- 
toria, 3 a.m. 24lh July; conled nt .Depar- 
ture Bay: touched at Oomox, Alert liay, 
^IBella Belia.Eaaington, Woodoook's Land- 
'/^BSi .'''l-^t'lAhkatlah, Fort Simpson, and 
rbUbhed the head of Observatory Inlet 2: 
SO a. m. 29th; landed the Government 
'trail party, and auohoroJ at Wrangel 6 
a.m., 30th. The Hope came alpugsido 
and took on board all the Otter's freight. 
Loft Wrantiol 2:30 p. m. 31st; touched at 
Bella Bella, Fort Huport, Alert Bay; coal- 
•Ad at Departure Bay, ana reached Victor- 
ia 6 p. m. 4th of August. 

Some fnra, which were taken on board 
on the way up, having been omitted by 
mistake from -the manifest, wore seized by 
the Custom House officor, but. on tho 
captain's and pursor'a declaration that 
such omission was plainly a mistake the 
seizure was withdrawn. 
' the news from tho mines is ncjt of an 
etioouraging nature. Thibert Greek is not 
turning out well, and even on Doaso 
Greek some claims which prospected well 
have been proved to be worthless. Pack- 
ing from the head of navigation on tho 
Qtiakeeu to Doase Lake, a distance of 
onlr about 80 miles, is charged at the rate 
. bf'45'ot8. per pound, and provisions are 
iQonseqQently still very dear and scarce.

Bold Attempt at Hig-liway 
Robbery at Cassiar. 

In coming out from Dease Creek, Mr. 
MoLeod, tho woU knowu packer, nearly 
fell a victim to higliwaymon. Ho left tho 
crock early in tho morning, crosao;! tlio 
lake iu a boat, and at 2 o'clock in tho af- 
ternoon jumped on his horse ut tho head 
of the lake and rode out ,. on tho trail 
towards'Stiokeen River. 'When he iiad 
made 14 miles, and was descending a 
siJohill grade, ho saw two men with focus 
blackened standing under a tree about 
100 feet distant, each with a pistol in his 
l^and. Mr. MoLeod instantly put spurs 
to his horse and dashed on. Tho mon 
ran towards the trail to head him olT, but 
ho passed beyond their reach before thoy 
gained the trail. They were then 20 or 
30 feet off, and one of them exclaimed, 

"You of a -, we've got you now." 

Two shots were fired at him and tho bul- 
leti whistled by the flying man's ears; but 
both horse and rider escaped unhurt. 
When Mr. McLsod had placed 500 or GOO 
feet between him and the men he turned 
in his saddle and saw the highwaymen 
standing on the trail looking uter him. 
He then rode on to Stickeen River and 
reported tho circumstance to Mr, Mois, 
<irho told him that two men had bought 
pistols from hiai a few days before and 
started olT on the trail sayiiig that they 
were not going back "broke." Mr. Mc- 
Leod was with Alex. liIoDonald and par- 
ty, when thoy were massacred on Chilooa- 
ten Plains in' 1864, and was shot in the 
log, shoulder and arms by tho savages; 
but escaped from them.

Order in tho Church of England.

_ The Bill for the regulation of Pub- 
lic Worship in the Church of England 
has passed the House qf -Lords and 
will in mllffiKhbod''B8tfolfi8*m^ in 
due course. " Something has to bo 
done," but it is very doubtful if what 
is proposed will gain the end in view. 
Uppn the complaint of any number of 
pdrishduers against the mode in which 
tho Church Services are conducted, 
the Bishop, according to this Act, 
must either interfer$i,or give his rea- 
sons for not doing so. If he deter- 
mines to interfere he can do so either 
ih; .u^.<ig his good offices between- the 
parties or by transmitting the com- 
plaint to the Ecclesiastical Judge, who 
is under tho Act to be appointed at a 
salary of £3,000, and is to succeed the 
Dean of Ai-ches, and go down to any 
place where his services may be re- 
quired .and. hear complaints on the 
spot. The avowed object in all this 
is to repress Ritualistic extravagance. 
This may bo very desirable. We say 
not whether it is or not. If, no doubt, 
oven the aiipoavance of Protestantism 
is to bo maintained, something in the 
way of rejjression was> necessary; but 
surely things have come to a poor pass 
with a church when its only hope for 
tho exercise of salutary Ciuirch disci- 
pline is iu tho appointment of a secu- 
lar judge by the Civil Magistrate "to 
take order in sacred matters." This is, 
with a vengeance, making the Church 
a mere civil institution, a religious de- 
])artment of tho State, amenable to 
Parliament, to bo moulded, directed, 
reformed, reconstructed, and, it would 
Beem, if necessary, also scattered, as 
the civil authorities think best. Sure- 
ly this is a poor pass to which to bring 
things. Yet to this they have come, 
and that under tho sanction and soli- 
citation of the Evangelical section of 
that Church. With that section we in 
many respects ^strongly sympathize; 
but it would command far keener sym- 
pathy and secure for itself more hearty 
support if, instead of proposing or sub- 
mitting to such abject subjection to 
the State for tho sake of endowments 
and to escape the growing evil of Bi- 
tualisin, it oast aU State support to 
the winds and come out iis a free Epis- 
copal Church, asking nothing of the 
State but the protection extended to 
all citizens iri a free country, and 
clainiiug a.-j its right to regulate nil its 
spiritual aHairs in its own way and by 
its own exclusive authority. This will 
havo to come, or the Church of Eng- 
land, in spite of all doctoring,-Avril 
die. .■ : -. . . ,
